A representative of the Leader 
recently secured an interview with 
Mr, and Mrs. Gilbert Bryden, who 
lately arrived from Derby, England 
where they have resided during the 
past eight months. With regards 
to compulsion, Mr. Bryden says he 
does not look for any trouble as the 
marricd men would have welcomed 
it long ago. Work is plentiful and 
were it not for the men in uniform, 
one would scarcely know there was 


a great war on. While wages have 
increased, so has living, the staple 


articles having gone up on an av- 
erage of 100 per cent. 

They were in one air raid last 
December. It was the first and 
only time the Zeppelins sailed so 
far inland as Derby. They are ter- 
rible creations of war, said Mr. 
Bryden, and fill one with harror. 
They come in the night, and the 
fearful hours of suspense that fol- 
low the alarm is indescrible.

The loss of life and property has 
not been great, but the working 
classes seem to be the sufferers. 
Helpless women and children are 
generally the victims of the Hun 
raiders.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


HE sole head ot a family, or any 
male over I8 yearsold may home- 


stead a quarter section of available‘Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. Applicant mnst appear in per- 
son at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-agency for the District. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any Dominion 
Lands Agency (bnt aot Sub-agency) on 
certain conditions. 


Duties: —Six meuths residence uponand 
cultivation of theland in each of three 
years, A homesteader may live within 
nine miles of his hemestead on a farm of 
at least 80 acres, on certain conditions. A 
habitable house is required except where 
residence is performed in the viciuity, 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section along side his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre. 


Duties—Six months residence in each | ‘ 


ofthree years after earning homestead 
patent; also §0 acres extra cultivation 
Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
cgnditions. 

A settler who has exhaustead his home- 
stead right may take a purchased home- 
stead in eertain districts. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Must reside six months in 
each of three years, eultivate §0 acres and 
erect a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject to re- 
ductionin case of rough, scrubby or stony 
land. Livestock may be substituted for 
cultivation under certain conditions.
